Poil Reveals Studént. 
Pessimism to Korea 


‘In a recent national poll of: 
~ student opinion, taken by the As- 


sociated Collegiate Press at the. 


University of Minnesota, it was 
’ revealed :that college students 
have little hope of either a speedy 
end to the Korean war or of peace 
between Russia and the United 
States. ; 
". Students across the nation were 
asked: “Do you think the Korean 
“war will .be over within. six. 
“months?” The results: showed that 
‘only’ five percent answered yes, 
and 82 percent answered no, with 
13 percent having no opinion. - . 
Students also were asked: “How 
do’ you feel -about “chances for a 
peaceful settlement of differences 


between “Russia and the United - 


_ States? Three percent felt. the 


‘" ghances were good, 27 percent said 


the chances are fair,.and 54 per- 
cent said chances aré poor, and 
‘12 percent saw ‘no chance. Four 
percent had no opinion. 

‘A student opinion poll was tak- 
en -one year ago on-the same 
question. At that. time, only . 45 
~ percent of those interviewed said
